BUIIDIMG EFf-BCnVE BULLEITIJ BOARDS 



Bulletin boards can make learning a' pleasure for the child 
surroundirig him vdth stiinulating and decorative displays. All areas 
of the schDol can benefit a creative presentation of a bulletin 
board. Bulletin boards should be changed frequently to retain the 
c'dld's interest. 

The effectiveness of a bulletin board, regardless of its oonbsnt, 
depends iroon its arrangement. Arranging a display on a bulletin board 
is a problem in .designing which includes consideration of size, shape, 
color, texture, value, variety, balance and repetition. Besides the 
arrai^ement, good bulletin boards depend on various other elements; the 
title, materials to be used, lettering and color choices. 

To find a pleasing oodbination of these elements, it is often advisable 
to sketch Sonne layouts, trying various colors, so you can choose the 
one that best suits your purpose* 

Good ideas and suggestions for carrying them out often originate 
vTith the children. Planning a bulletin board can be the teacher's 
responsibility or it can be an all class project. / 

Do not hesitate to show and swap ideas, v^ether they are your students' 
or fellow teachers'. GfX>& teachers are experts in borrowing ideas that, 
through irodification or anplification, can be adapted to their class- 
roOTi activities. 

Collecting the data and arranging the pages that make up this book has been 
an ^citing experience for us. Vie believe that trying thr^se ideas will give 
you the same satisfaction.
